Celebration of the life of Johan Heinrich Smit 


Johan Heinrich Smit 
19/06/1934 - 20/03/2024 Aged 89 


E us. following story was told by Jo's son Johan 
at the funeral of Jo Smit on April 8", 2024. No 
personalisation change was done by retaining 
Johan's reference to his Dad, Oma & Opa. 


ad was born in Zandvoort on the 19" of June 

1934 and interestingly enough, without help 
as it were. The Midwife was with Oma (Jo's Mum) 
and mentioned it maybe a while before the baby is 
born. The Midwife left for another job and said: 7 
will be back”. Opa (Jo's father) was downstairs 
selling a push bike (this was his job). Opa heard 
this all mighty scream and the gentleman 
purchasing the bike mentioned "you may be 
needed upstairs”. Opa said a few Hail Marys, but 
Dad was not waiting for the Midwife, and he 
arrived on his own terms. Jo Smit had entered the 
world. 


Having lived his whole childhood and teenage 
years in Holland, ensured that Dad was geared up 
for what would be a life well lived and full of 
experiences. Dad quite often mentioned to me his 
days at school and riding his bike with friends. He 
would speak about the harshness of war, about 
how he'd come across old detonators with his 
mates that had been left behind, and how they 
would then go hit them with rocks. On one 
occasion he hurt his hand. On arrival back home, 
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Oma asked him to hold out his hand. She said; 
“NO the other one”. Oma already knew before ће 
got home that he had hurt himself. He would also 
mention (on more than one occasion) how during 
the war years people would come to the front door 
and ask for potato peels or any scraps. In Opa 
and Oma's house, everything was used. Oma 
stashed away soap in the attic and nothing was 
wasted. In later life this was going to be Dad's 
Legacy, NOTHING was thrown out. 

During the war, there were always errands such 
as sourcing lumber or coal for heating, especially 
during the winter months. Everything that was not 
tied down, and most of the trees around the home, 
disappeared. 


Dad also spoke of the time when the bombers 
were flying above, and one plane exploded. He 
watched one of the wings come down describing it 
as a leaf coming off a tree, "/'ve never forgotten 
that ", he said. 


In 1947 Dad started studying at Nijverheids 
School for Industry. This was where he began to 
understand the workings of everything. The Dutch 
are renowned for engineering and Dad was no 
exception. Dad told how the teacher would place 
chunks of rough mis-shaped steel in front of the 
students, and then made them file it down to an 
inch cube. He mentioned on numerous occasions 
of daily injuries on knuckles and hands, and loss 
of skin was an everyday occurrence. Dad's skills 
developed and so too his ability to just see how 
things worked. This would see him become one of 
the youngest engineers to go to sea. One of the 
initiations on boats as a New Sailor was to have 
old Sump Oil painted all over you. Dad mentioned 
and | quote, ‘That was a bastard to get off’. 


Dad travelled everywhere, delivering cargo and 
of course meeting ladies along the way. Only in a 
recent discussion with Dad he explained about the 
‘friends’ he and his mates had at each port. He 
laughed saying: "Who knows, we may have 
Family elsewhere in the World". After all, he was 
18 years old, a merchant seaman and 3rd class 
engineer. The Captain of the boat mentioning we 
need more men like you. 


In 1952 Dad returned from Sea and on arrival, 
Opa said to him, “dont go out again, we are 
moving to Australia”. Now, Dad had a girlfriend, 
mates from childhood and a career. | can only 
imagine what was going through his mind at the 
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time. Oma was the instigator of this idea and from 
what | recall; Western Australia was the place to 
be because of how green it was and Opa thought 
the Goldfields looked interesting. Opa never made 
it to the Goldfields, however, Dad made up for that 
later in life. 


Opa and Dad left first. Dad clearly remembering 
the last time he saw his Grandad. Leaving the bike 
shop and only seeing his belly extending past the 
door frame. They departed leaving Oma, Uncle 
Henk, and Aunty Alice in Holland. Just imagine for 
a moment, saying goodbye to your homeland, 
Family, and lifestyle, to go to another country with 
no job, and no idea what it was like. 


They arrived in Fremantle on the 2™ of October 
1952. They had 24 pounds in their pocket and 
nowhere to live. “Let's go for a beer’, Dad said. 
They found a pub (the Broken Hill) and soon learnt 
that WA was nowhere near like home. There was 
not a lot on offer, cups of tea, 2 types of beer and 
blokes just sitting at a bar, with not a lot of 
conversation going on. 


The only small goods on offer were polony and 
plastic cheese, as he called it. They found lodging 
in a boarding house in Victoria Park and then 
started to look for work. Dad was a fully qualified 
Engineer however he was told that his papers 
meant nothing in Australia and would have to go 
back to school again. What a joke. Dad did find 
work, machining taps, however the 4 pounds 10 a 
week was not going to cover the 5 pounds a week 
for board and lodgings. Dad was beginning to feel 
a little disheartened and | had heard over many 
years; “/f there was a bridge back to Holland 1 
would have walked home". 


Dad looked for more work and scored a job in 
Dongara clearing land on a combined, Tank/ 
Dozer. Dad spoke quite often about different jobs 
and in conversation being in the middle of the 
bush, alone, having to fix the track and bearings to 
get the machinery moving again. As many people 
have mentioned before, Dad was well ahead of his 
time. 


Oma, Uncle Henk, and Aunty Alice arrived in 
December 1952 and found a house in Kalamunda/ 
Wattle Grove. As time went by Dad and Uncle 
Henk were working in their jobs and Aunty Alice 
was attending Wattle Grove Primary. 


Dad then managed to find a job on a farm in 


Kondinin and met the Tysons. They welcomed 
Dad and he became part of their family. In 1954 
Dad built a shed with Mr Tyson and it still stands 
today. Dad & | went for a drive to Kondinin and 
found that very same shed Dad built in 1954. | will 
never forget Dad explaining to me how it was put 
together. A good hour was used to share with the 
intricate workings of the foundations and what was 
found around the property to reinforce the pillars 
(Tap Arm). 


Dad's ability to see things in his mind shone 
through and his skills impressed Mr Tyson. They 
were to become great friends, and to this day, still 
friends with the family. 


Then Dad met who was to become his first wife. 
Marieka, and they married in 1955. 


From the farm, Dad went to Perth and found a 
job as fireman at the railways. His marriage to 
Marieka broke down and life changed a little. 
Some years later he met and felt an attraction to a 
lady in a milk bar in London Court. That was Mum. 
Mum and Dad liked to party and most of you may 
have been part of those parties as we were 
growing up. Dad was a few months shy of the 10 
years long service from the railways when he 
chucked the job in. 


Mum and Dad liked to party, and the Gilt Dragon 
was a great night spot in Perth, a Family 
Restaurant owned by the Marissens. Mike and the 
family were to become Dad's best mates. One 
evening, Mike's father, who was the doorman, 
asked Dad to watch the door while he had a 
coffee break. It was not long before Dad saw a 
few blokes heading over who were potential 
troublemakers. They came to the entrance. Dad 
stood his ground as doorman and said they could 
not enter. They were not going to leave so Dad 
called Mike over for moral support. Dad was right, 
one bloke just wanted to fight. Mike stood very 
close to Dad, this made the bloke angrier, so he 
lashed out to give Mike a king hit but he ducked, 
and the blokes fist landed right on Dad's jaw. 
Dad could not eat for a few days. It was one of 
those nights they would never forget. When Mike 
worked at the Adelphi Hotel, on one particular day, 
they were short of chefs. Mike said to Dad come 
and work with me at the Steak House. Dad 
asked: "Work as a chef? | am not a chef”. Mike 
said: "Don't worry, | will teach you ". Dad applied 
and got the job. Dad was best man at Mike and

Brenda's wedding. A long friendship was to unfold. 


Dad was then to meet a man that was going to 
change his direction even more, John Boogaard. 


John said to Dad: “Hey Joe, I have something for @\ == 


you. You are out and about, loads of free time and - 


you can work when you want”. Well, Dad thought 
this was a great idea. Dad left the Adelphi Steak 
House and became a taxi driver around 1968. Dad 
would drive to the Adelphi around 11pm to enjoy a 
midnight snack, which was French toast made by 
Nick a Macedonian cleaner. It was the best 
French toast. They would have a chat eat their 
French toast and then Dad would drive guests 
from the Adelphi home. 


Mike went on to say 'Jo was a great philosopher. 
Jo would sit and chat with my father, both with a 
glass of whiskey, and talk about world events. 
Mum and Dad moved around a little and were 
living in Goderich Street, East Perth when they 
met Arthur and Ivy Armour. As immigrants from 
India, they did not know anyone. They came 
across a priest who knew of a place where they 
could stay. There was a flat right next door to 
where Mum and Dad were. It was not long before 
they became great friends, and eventually part of 
the Family as Steven, Arthur and lvy's son, 
became Dad's godson. We will remain family 
forever. It was around this time that Dad met Rob 
Van Leeuwen and Ann Van Oss, Mum and Ann 
found this cute little house in Mount Lawley and 
moved in. There were many a party at 4" Avenue 
and this is where Anna Maria and | would grow up. 
Rob and Dad spoke about the house when an 
opportunity came up to purchase the property. It 
was offered to Mum and Dad for $21,000. Dad 
then went оп to say: “That will mean I will have to 
Work ". 


Dad started shooting in 1973 at Postal Institute 
Pistol club in Parry Street in East Perth. It was 
during this period in his life that he met some of 
his future lifelong friends and partners in crime. 
Allan Lozan, Bruce Welburn, and Rick Weeden. 
Dad made the State Team to represent WA at the 
Brisbane Nationals around 1976 putting up a 
reasonable score in the 'Free Pistol' team. His 
biggest regret of the nationals was losing his 
prized camera light meter. He spent days strolling 
through the car park trying to locate it, to no avail. 
Dad attended most of the opens around Perth, if 
not all. Bunbury and Kalgoorlie opens were by far 
his favourite ones. He had a great aptitude to fix 
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things, especially guns. Always working on pistols 
for friends and working on and modifying his guns 
as well. Dad was renowned for making pistol grips 
for shooters. Dad was to become a life member of 
the pistol club. And treasured that memory. 


Doing repairs was his hobby along with 
modifying shell cases to fit certain chambers. One 
trip to Adelaide with a mate saw him visit every 
gun shop in town and he bought up thousands of 
Burden Pistol Primers. Somehow he was going to 
convert some old cases he had, so he didn't need 
to buy new cases. Pressing the old primers out 
hydraulically meant it made a mess, and fluids 
spilt all over the back veranda floor, which made 
Mum really angry.

At this time, he was also helping out his taxi 
colleague Arthur Kalnin by installing and testing taxi 
meters. He put Arthur's workshop to good use by 
using his lathe and other implements of destruction 
to modify gun barrels and other bits and pieces for 
his benefit. 


Around 1983/84 Mum and Dad went their separate 
Ways, later on they remained good friends and Dad 
used to stay at Mums on his visits to Perth. 


After some time, Dad decided to pursue his other 
great passion. Looking for gold, Dad sold the Taxi, 
went into partnership with Bruce Welburn and Rick 
Weeden and moved to Kalgoorlie. Dad built his own 
dry blower and fixed and serviced the tractor that 
they had purchased. Now that Dad lived in 
Kalgoorlie he then made sure he was a member of 
the local pistol club. Dad spent many an hour 
working at the club, renovating, and building new 
walls and buffers. In 1991 | went to live with Dad for 
a spell. Dad never really made the rich list with his 
gold prospecting, however he mentioned to me that 
living in Kalgoorlie and prospecting with his mates 
was, quote ‘THE BEST YEARS OF HIS LIFE’. 


Kalgoorlie Jehovah Witnesses 


One Sunday two Jehovah Witnesses came and 
knocked on Dad's door. Dad opened and the 
Jehovah's Witnesses mentioned to him that they 
had a book on how to be happy. Dad said: 7 have 
food ín my belly, a roof over my head; a comfortable 
bed to sleep in, and my bills are paid. Please 
explain to me how to be happy”. | heard it all, it 
reminded me about the simple things in life are the 
most important ones. 


In 2006 it was time for Dad to come back to Perth 
as a lot of his friends in Kalgoorlie had moved on to 
live in Esperance or Perth. Dad moved to 
Forrestfield in 2006. More friendships were formed, 
and Dad's neighbours, Warren, and Allan, were just 
great company and comrades in the last years of 
Dad's life. 


Ds you taught us so much. You taught me 
forgiveness, patience, your attitude towards 
life, and to live it stress free. This will stay with me 
and indeed all of us for decades to come. You were 
there when | needed you for an ear and a shoulder. 
If there is one thing | remember about your most 
frequent quote to me: “You keep learning until your 
fingers grow the same length”. =

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e derde zondag van mei was het 

mijn beurt om een programma te 
maken. De datum 19 mei bracht mij 
terug naar 2019, toen ik in Nederland 
was vanwege de verjaardag van mijn 
zus. Zij werd 70 en het hele land vierde feest. Dat was 
niet voor haar, maar voor Duncan Laurence. Want hij 
won het Eurovisie Songfestival met een door hem 
geschreven en gecomponeerd nummer Arcade. Een 
bijzonder moment en een opleving voor het 
songfestival dat hierdoor weer eens naar Nederland 
kwam. Bovendien, stuurde Nederland Joost Klein, de 
hippie uit Friesland als gedelegeerde met het nummer 
Europapa. Voor mij een reden om een programma te 
maken over de geschiedenis met de Nederlandse 
inzendingen voor het Eurovisie Songfestival. 


Ik was nog een baby toen Nederland het debuut op 
het allereerste Eurovisie Songfestival maakte in 1956, 
in de Zwitserse stad Lugano. In totaal heeft Nederland 
63 keer deelgenomen en daarvan won ons land de 
competitie vijf keer.

In de jaren 60 had Nederland weinig succes op het 
festival. Tussen 1960 en 1968 behaalde Nederland 
twee keer maar net de top tien: Greetje Kauffeld met 
het nummer ‘Wat een dag’ en Anneke Grönloh met ‘Jij 
bent mijn leven’ eindigde in respectievelijk 1961 en 
1964 allebei op de tiende plaats. Daarnaast kenden de 
jaren 60 een absoluut dieptepunt voor Nederland: drie 
keer kwamen we op de laatste plaats, waarbij er in 
1962 en 1963 zelfs geen enkel punt naar Nederland 
ging. Toch kenden de jaren 60 één moment van 
succes voor Nederland: in 1969 ging Lenny Kuhr met 
het ‘De troubadour’ naar Spanje om Nederland te 
vertegenwoordigen. Tijdens de puntentelling van 1969 
eindigde Nederland op de eerste plaats met 18 punten, 
maar moest het de winst delen met Frankrijk, Spanje 
en het Verenigd Koninkrijk omdat ook deze landen 18 
punten behaalden. Desondanks was de derde 
songfestivalzege binnen voor Nederland en werd er via 


loting bepaald dat Nederland het Eurovisie 
Songfestival 1970 mocht organiseren. 


Gedurende de jaren 70 deed Nederland het wat beter 
op het songfestival en werd het weer leuk om naar te 
kijken. In 1970 eindigden we op de 7° plek met het 
nummer Waterman’ van Hearts Of Soul, in 1971 op de 
6° plek met ‘Tijd’ van Saskia & Serge en in 1972 
eindigden Sandra & Andres met ‘Als het om de liefde’ 
op een 4° plek. In 1974 stond Nederland sterk met ‘I 
see a star’ van Mouth 4 MacNeal. Het nummer won 
niet door twee belangrijke factoren: ten eerste was er 
de inzending van Zweden (Waterloo van ABBA), 
waardoor Nederland en alle andere landen sowieso 
weinig kans leken te maken op de winst, en ten tweede 
werd de kans voor een Nederlandse winst verkleind 
door de gekkigheid die Mouth & MacNeal op het 
podium lieten zien. Mouth & MacNeal behaalden 
desondanks een 3° plaats. In 1975 stuurde Nederland 
Teach-In met het nummer ‘Ding-a-dong’ naar Zweden, 
waar het als eerste van alle 
nummers mocht optreden. Tijdens de 
puntentelling stond Nederland in het 
begin bovenaan maar het werd later, 
net als in 1959, ingehaald door het 
Verenigd Koninkrijk en stond lange 
tijd tweede. Het werd uiteindelijk een 
nek-aan-nek-race tussen Nederland 
en het Verenigd Koninkrijk. Maar we wonnen en dat 
was gedurende 45 jaar lang, de laatste editie dat 
Nederland won. 


De jaren 80 waren voor Nederland op het Eurovisie 
Songfestival niet al te succesvol. Maggie MacNeal 
behaalde nog een 5° plek met ‘Amsterdam’. Deze 
plaats werd in 1987 geëvenaard door Marcha met 
‘Rechtop in de wind’. Verder werd er voor Nederland 
nog een 7° plek in 1983 behaald door Bernadette en 
een 9° plek in 1988 door Gerard Joling met 'Shangri- 
la’, maar verder was het bagger voor Nederland. 


Er was wisselend succes in de jaren 90, terwijl 
Nederland het Eurovisie Songfestival 1991 oversloeg 
omdat het weer op 4 mei plaatsvond. In 1993 kwam 
Nederland met een sterke inzending die kans maakte 
op de winst: Ruth Jacott werd naar lerland gestuurd 
met haar catchy uptempo nummer ‘Vrede’. Omdat het 
camerawerk mislukte en het licht te fel in de camera 
verscheen, werd Jacott 'maar' 6°. In 1994 behaalde 
Willeke Alberti met Waar is de zon' een zeer 
teleurstellende 24° plek. Dankzij dit slechte resultaat 
mocht Nederland in 1995 niet deelnemen. In 1997 ging 
het al weer mis met een 22° plek voor Nederland. In 
1998 hadden we Edsilia Rombley met haar nummer 
‘Hemel en aarde’. Ze kwam op de 4° plaats en 
behaalde daarmee het beste resultaat voor Nederland 
in de jaren 90. 


Het jaar 2000 was het begin van een periode waarin 
de Nederlandse inzendingen eerst nog matig succes

boekten, maar daarna ronduit slechte resultaten 
behaalden. In 2000 werd het Eurovisie Songfestival in 
Nederland vooral overschaduwd door de 
vuurwerkramp in Enschede, waarbij 23 doden vielen 
en een hele woonwijk van de kaart werd geveegd. In 
2001 werd Michelle met ‘Out on my own’ 18°, 
waardoor Nederland in 2002 verplicht thuis moest 
blijven. Vanaf 2005 ging het met Nederland op het 
Eurovisie Songfestival snel bergafwaarts: tussen 2005 
en 2009 was het land niet in staat om zich te 
kwalificeren voor de finale. 


In 2010 was de populariteit van het songfestival in 
Nederland inmiddels gedaald tot een dieptepunt. Een 
onderzoek ontdekte dat 67 procent van de 
Nederlanders niet wilde dat hun land in 2010 nog deel 
zou nemen aan het Eurovisie Songfestival. Toen 
Nederland zich in 2012 voor de achtste keer op rij niet 
wist te kwalificeren, was de meerderheid van 
Nederlanders er voor was dat Nederland moest 
stoppen met het songfestival. Een belangrijke, 
veelgehoorde gedachte destijds waarom het 
Nederland zich in die jaren niet wist te kwalificeren, 
was dat Oost-Europese landen altijd elkaar punten 
geven en hun punten baseren op de relatie met een 
land i.p.v. een nummer. 


De negatieve reeks 
resultaten werd beëindigd 
door zangeres Anouk, die 
Nederland in 2013 met het lied 
‘Birds’ in de finale bracht. Daar 
eindigde zij met 114 punten op 
een 9° plaats. Hiermee bracht 
Anouk een omkeer teweeg in 
de publieke opinie over het 
Eurovisie Songfestival. 
Aangemoedigd door het 
succes van Anouk deden Ilse 
DeLange en Waylon in 2014 
mee als de formatie The 
Common Linnets met het lied 
‘Calm after the storm’. Ook zij 
wisten een finaleplaats te 
halen en veroverden in de 
finale de 2° plaats: het beste 
resultaat voor Nederland sinds 
1975 en met 238 punten tevens het hoogste 
puntentotaal, tot dan, behaald door een Nederlandse 
inzending. In 2015 slaagde Trijntje Oosterhuis met het 
lied ‘Walk along’ er niet in om het succes voort te 
zetten: zij strandde in de halve finale. Douwe Bob 
behaalde in 2016 weer een finaleplaats. In 2017 
behaalde de meidengroep OG3NE eveneens de finale 
en werden ook 11“. In 2018 deed Waylon mee als 
soloartiest en werd 18°. 


In 2019 werd Nederland vertegenwoordigd door 
Duncan Laurence met het nummer Arcade. Tijdens de 
finale stond Laurence bij de bookmakers met een 


monstervoorsprong voor op de nummers twee en drie 
(капе en Zwitserland). Tijdens de puntentelling van de 
jury's deed Nederland het een stuk minder goed dan 
vooraf werd verwacht: op een gegeven moment stond 
Laurence zelfs zesde tijdens de puntentelling. Aan het 
einde kreeg Nederland toch weer punten en stonden 
we, nadat alle jurypunten 
verdeeld waren, op de 
derde plaats, achter 
Zweden en Noord- 
Macedonië. Toen de 
televoters 261 punten 
gaven aan Nederland 
scoorde Noord-Macedonië 
tegenvallend. Zweden had 
253 punten nodig om van 
Nederland te winnen. Na 
een bloedstollende spanning kreeg Zweden echter 
maar 93 punten, waardoor Laurence het festival won 
met 498 punten en de eerste Nederlandse winnaar van 
het Eurovisie Songfestival werd sinds de overwinning 
van Teach-In in 1975. 


n dan dit jaar: Joost Klein. Hij had een droom: hij 
wilde niets liever dan meedoen aan het Eurovisie 
Songfestival en met alle ‘twelve 
points’ naar huis. Maar het avontuur 
verliep niet zoals gehoopt en de 
artiest verliet het songfestival met 
een andere titel: die van de eerste 
gediskwalificeerde deelnemer ooit. 
Klein keek als klein kind al naar het 
songfestival. Samen met zijn ouders 
zat hij naar eigen zeggen aan de 
buis gekluisterd. Die herinneringen 
worden alleen maar dierbaarder als 
zijn ouders kort na elkaar overlijden 
als Klein net begonnen is aan de 
middelbare school. Zijn 'Europapa' 
valt goed in de smaak en het wordt 
het best beluisterde songfestival- 
nummer nog voor de wedstrijd 
begint. Het nummer over een wees 
die op zoek gaat naar een prettige 
plek, is opzwepend en heeft tegelijk 
een diepere laag. De bookmakers 
schatten de winkansen voor Klein hoog in en zo lijkt de 
songfestival-droom die de jonge Joost had, zomaar 
waarheid te worden. Als hij op 29 april richting Malmö 
vertrekt, is er nog geen vuiltje aan de lucht: de artiest 
grapt op Schiphol uitgebreid voor de camera's van 
Nederlandse media en zegt vertrouwen te hebben dat 
hij in elk geval van één land twaalf punten zal krijgen. 
De tweede halve finale komt Klein gemakkelijk door. 


Maar waar de meeste van zijn mede-finalisten 
buitengewoon enthousiast zijn op de persconferentie 
na de tweede halve finale, zit Klein er op het oog wat 
verveeld bij. Hij trekt de Nederlandse vlag constant 


> 
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over zijn hoofd, gaat zijn haren kammen en lijkt liever 
op welke plek dan ook te zijn, als hij maar niet bij de 
persconferentie hoeft te blijven. 


Achteraf blijkt waarom: Klein heeft aangegeven niet 
gefilmd te willen worden als hij net het podium 
afkomt. Dan wil hij liever even tot zichzelf komen. En 
daar gaat het mis. Als Klein bij de repetities voor de 
finale niet komt opdagen wordt al snel duidelijk dat er 
iets aan de hand is. Er zou "een incident" hebben 
plaatsgevonden en dat moet eerst worden 
onderzocht. De belangrijke juryshow op vrijdagavond 
moet Klein ook aan zich voorbij laten gaan: de politie 
blijkt inmiddels betrokken bij het onderzoek dat loopt. 


Het definitieve einde volgde zaterdagochtend pas, 
als de EBU aankondigt dat Klein is gediskwalificeerd 
vanwege een incident. De artiest zou een dreigement 
hebben geuit tegen een cameravrouw toen zij tegen 
zijn zin hem bleef filmen. De vrouw zou zich zeer 
onprettig hebben gevoeld na het incident en melding 
hebben gedaan. "Dit krijgt nog een staartje", reageert 
songfestival-commentator Cornald Maas. En daar 
krijgt hij sowieso gelijk in: de komende tijd zullen we 
nog veel met Joost Klein en zijn uiteengespatte 
droom bezig zijn.

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Tortilla 
(Spanish Omelette) 


5 tablespoons olive oil 

3 large potatoes, peeled and thinly sliced 
1 medium onion, very thinly sliced 

6 eggs, lightly beaten 

salt and black pepper. 


In a non-stick 23 cm pan heat half the oil and fry 
the potatoes until tender and only very lightly 
coloured: it is vital that the potatoes do not 
become crisp and dry the edges. Remove or 
push to one side of the pan. Fry the onion until 
soft and lightly golden, remove from the pan with 
a slotted spoon and mix the potatoes and onion 
into the eggs, adding salt and pepper. Re-heat 
the pan with the remaining oil and when it is very 
hot, pour in the tortilla mixture. Reduce the heat 
and cook gentle until the underside is golden 
and firm. Use a spatula no more than 4 cm wide 
to shape the edge of the tortilla as it cooks so 
that it is of even thickness right across. Turn the 
tortilla over and cook the other side. 


If you have left over chips from another meal, 
rather than throwing them out or giving them to 
the dog or cat you can use them in the recipe. 
It's not good to waste food.
